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1, Between 1 tay and 9 Aucuet, the adjuetnent of the guns on type-27 atreraft 
was observed fran a distance of 10 to 25 meters at Yerneachen airfield. (1)

3. For the adjustment of the fixed guns a little carriage vith tro battertes . 
was connected to the r@ar of the fuselage. On a cowand which waa shouted 
from the open cabin, soldiers adjusted the rear of the aircraft, Sheet.

the ywuns became apparent. after the first round had been fired, the hit 
was scored and the result shouted to the mechanics who, thereupon, worked 
on the guns.
